A CITY ON TRIAL. 

The refusal of the Louisiana State Board of 
Pardons to commute the death sentences of 
Pat H. Forp and Jonny Murpnuy dooms them 
to die on the gallows next Friday. This double 
execution is the fitting culmination of a re- 
markable series of crimes committed by New 
Orleans officials. A year or so ago it seemed 
that an election to office in that city was re- 
garded by the recipient as a license to trample 
on the laws and to paint the town red“ with 
the bloodiest crimes. Two officials, one of 
whom was the brother of a Judge, undertook 
to suppress publications offensive to the latter 
by shooting down an editor in his own office. 
One of them was killed in the act and the other 
was driven away badly wounded. About the 
same time T. J. Boasso, Chief of City Detect- 
ives, a married man, forged papers purporting 
to emanate from the city courts, and with 
these entrapped a young woman into a mock 
marriage with him. Then Judge Forp of one 
of the New Orleans Police Courts entered into 
a conspiracy with his brother, Pat Forp, his 
cousin, Jonn Murpa#y, and two officers of his 
court, W. H. Buck Ley and W. E. CaNnpDFIELD, 
and assassinated Capt. A. H. Murpuy, while 
the latter was overseeing a gang of Work 
House laborers on the streets, in broad day- 
light. It seemed that the sworn officers of the 
law, the trusted guardians of the people, had 
become the most flagrant violators of the law, 
the most dangerous foes of the public peace, 
and these official criminals were so fortified by 
influence and popularity that they evidently 
felt themselves stronger than the law 
and regarded public opinion as im- 
potent to vindicate the law. But 
their startling crimes aroused the 
community. Boasso’s crime came out when 
his victim tried to shoot him in the street, 
and he was convicted and sentenced toa long 
term in the Penitentiary. In spite of their in- 
fluence and ability to fix juries, Judge Forp 
and the two officers of his court were convicted 
and are now serving twenty-five year terms 
in the Penitentiary, and all efforts to save Pat 
Fox and Joux Murpuy from the gallows 
have failed. New Orleans has vindicated her- 
self and the fate of her official criminals will 
not be lost on the officials of other cities.

Some of the Kansas City jobbers are ridi- 
culing the claim of the St. Louis men 
that the decision of the car-load rate 
question was a substantial gain for them. It 
alldepends on the application and extension 
of the principle on which the decision plainly 
rests. If an average discrimination of 40 per 
cent. in favor of car-load lots as against ship- 
ments of less than a car load is justifiable—if 
itis fair to shipper and carrier and just to both 
merchant and customer—why not a similar dis- 
crimination between large and small shippers 
of car-load lots? If a double classification is to 
be set up atthe car-load line, why not 
at other intervals above that line? 
The principle invoked to enable the 
small jobber in small cities to compete with 
larger dealers in larger cities, can benefit the 
small jobbers only when itis arbitrarilv limited 
to the single car-load, and benefits him then 
only at the expense of his customer. It is an 
arbitrary discrimination against the consumer so 
far as it compels him to pay 40 per cent more on 
the retailer's less-than-car-load shipments while 
at the same time depriving both the retailer 
and consumer of any participation in the lower 
rates which the same principle of discrimina- 
tion should secure to the shipments of the 
largest wholesale dealers. Such a discrimina- 
tion as is now maintained is not founded in 
equity, is not in accordance with public policy 
or the law governing common carriers, and is 
practicable only because State legislation can- 
not reach Inter-State commerce, and Congress 
has failed to act on it. 


An Unjust Impatation. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The dispaiches from St. Louis,in regard to the 
arrest of perpetrators of dynamite outrages there 
evidently do gross iajustice to a large body of 
organized workingmen, in so far as they appear to 
imply a belief inthat city that the Knights of 
Labor as an organization instigated these outrages 
or was in any way responsible forthem. There is 
not only no evidence to support that notion, but it 
is on the face of things impossible to believe that 
such an organization has countenanced such a 
crime, It must be remembered that this is an 
organization of honest American workingmen. The 
character of such men absolutely forbids the idea 
teat they would resort to measures so dastardly 
and so criminal. Most of them are persons of some 
common sense, and no man of common sense can 
have failedto realize that such outrages would 
harm the cause of labor without helping it at all. 
In their contests with employers organized bodies 
of workingmen are not infrequently led into wrong 
judgments by strong prejudices, false information 
or unworthy leaders, but it is nevertheless to be re- 
membered in the main that they are honest and 
law-abiding citizens,and industrious and faithful 
workers, organized together for an honest purpose. 
To imply that such a body of men would for an 
instant tolerate the suggestion of a dastardly crime, 
involving the lives of innocent men, women and 
obiidrén, is simply absurd.

frames of the principals but tingle in the toes of 
the cynic in the back row, and turns the thougots 
of the antipodeans into fantastic dreaws.

Mr. James Means, a New England manufacturer. 
Says there is nothing in Lhe conditions under which 
manufacturing is now carried on which should 
prevent large employers of labor from meeting 
‘and realing with Loeir operatives on equal grounds. 
He says the completed organization of trades- 
unions will be of decided advantage to manufact- 
urers (hemseives ia preventing the tendency to cut 
down the rates of wages, which he holds to be the 
cause of hard times.
